T he million dollar national flower show, with more than a | 
million plants exhibited in three hundred and fifty classifications, 
in th© Minneapolis auditorium, March 29 to April 6, promises to 
be the largest and most beautiful show ever seen in America. 
As related by Lieut. Wirth when he addressed the Rotary| 
club here, it will not la* held here again for some OO years, thus 
making: it an event of a lifetime in this area. This is the eleventh 
annual show. Other cities which have had the honor of this great 
convention are Ch ira fro, New York, Boston, Detroit, Philadelphia, 
Indianapolis, Buffalo and Cleveland. 
The flower show will occupy 88,000 square feet of floor space*. 
It will require the attention of 50 gardeners, in addition to all 
other attendants employed, to groom the flowers while the show 
is on. 
Tickets in the advance sale before March 29 are less than 
half the regular admission. 
Theodore Wirth, superintendent of 
Minneapolis parks, is chairman of the Minneapolis executive com­ 
mittee. 
Oddities of the plant world a s well as rare and lovely exotic 
blooms will be shown. Forty-six varieties of orchids and perhaps 
more will be shown. One exhibit of orchids, valued at $20,00(1, 
will have its own special guard of police. 
The acacias will lie an interesting exhibit. 
At Kansas City, 
at Detroit and at Buffalo where the last National Flower Show 
was held, the acacias drew large crowds of admirers. 
It is be­ 
lieved they will have a great appeal at the Minnesota presenta­ 
tion of the National Flower Show since they have never been seen 
in bloom at any flower show in this section of the country. Robert 
Roland, of Nahant, Mass., will be tin* outstanding exhibitor of 
acacias, so far as is known at present. 
The aecacia is of the genus of shrubs and has it small flower 
arranged in rounded or elongated clusters. There are 450 species 
widely scattered over the warmer regions of the* glolw*. 
They 
abound in Australia hut are not seen in northern states. 
They 
are reputed fragrant and their blossoms are of delicate beauty. 
An appropriation of $1,000 has been made as an award for 
two entries of acacias in the Flower Show not less than eight feet 
in height and numbering six plants in each exhibit. 
A tidy premium will go to the prize winners who divide 
$.1,000 when the flower show judges determine the best exhibits 
in the special open class, in which gardens covering 800 square 
feet each will demonstrate artistic arrangement of roses, bulbs, 
shrubbery and lawns. Geld, silver and bronze medals are to la- 
awarded as well as the cash premiums totalling $1,000. 
Prises amounting to more than $25,000 will be paid to ex­ 
hibitors, and there will be 250 Classes, including old time garden 
favorites as well as the rare and exotic blooms. 
Members of the Crow Wing County Garden and Flower ho* 
city and many other flower lovers will attend in large numbers. 
It is an exhibition which carries instruction as well as pleasure 
and which is an event of a lifetime, leaving a favorable impress 
on a wide area for many years to come. To stimulate a love for 
the beautiful is a noble attribute, especially when that love brings 
into our lives things which in turn work for the betterment of 
our own community.

The million dollar national flower show, with more than a 
million plants exhibited in three hundred and fifty classifications, 
in th© Minneapolis auditorium, March 29 to April 6, promises to 
be the largest and most beautiful show ever seen in America. 
As related by Lieut. Wirth when he addressed the Rotary 
club here, it will not be held here again for some 60 years, thus 
making it an event of a lifetime in this area. This is the eleventh 
annual show. Other cities which have had the honor of this great 
convention are Chicago, New York, Boston, Detroit, Philadelphia, 
Indianapolis, Buffalo and Cleveland. 
The flower show will occupy 88,000 square feet of floor space. 
It will require the attention of 50 gardeners, in addition to all 
other attendants employed, to groom the flowers while the show 
is on.

There are 450 species 
widely scattered over the warmer regions of the globe. 
They 
abound in Australia but are not seen in northern states. 
They 
are reputed fragrant and their blossoms are of delicate beauty. 
An appropriation of $1,000 has been made as an award for 
two entries of acacias in the Flower Show not less than eight feet 
in height and numbering,six plants in each exhibit. 
A tidy premium will go to the prize winners who divide 
$3,000 when the flower show judges determine the best exhibits 
in the special open class, in which gardens covering 800 square 
feet each will demonstrate artistic arrangement of roses, bulbs, 
shrubbery and lawns. 
Gold, silver and bronze medals are to in.' 
awarded as well as the cash premiums totalling $8,000. 
Prizes amounting to more than $25,000 will be paid to ex­ 
hibitors, and there will be 250 classes, including old time garden 
favorites as well as the rare and exotic blooms. 
Members of the Crow Wing County Garden and Flower so 
city and many other flower lovers will attend in large numbers. 
It is an exhibition which carries instruction as well as pleasure 
and which is an event of a lifetime, leaving a favorable Impress 
on a wide area for many years to come. To stimulate a love for 
the beautiful is a noble attribute, especially when that love brings 
into our lives things which in turn work for the betterment of 
our own community.

The New Bath Room a Great 
Contrast to Old Timer 


One of the early questions that rises 
in the minds of the home owner who 
contem plates m odernization is that of 
costs. 
"W hat will it cost me to modernize 
m y hom e?” is the question th at is con­ 
stantly raised. 
The answer to such a question log­ 
ically depends on the condition of the 
home, its size, the am ount of m odern­ 
izing to be done and other subjects of 
sim ilar nature. 
Old Houses Require G reater 
Expenditure 
Obviously the house th at was built 
back in the gay nineties when many 
of the common conveniences of to­ 
day were unknown, will require a 
greater expenditure of 
money 
than 
the dwelling th at was constructed ten 
or fifteen years ago. 
The old house of the day of Free 
Silver has an architectural style that 
is obsolete.

The older the house the more the 
cost of modernizing will be. 
Average Cost $2000 
An investigation into the costs of 
modernizing various homes disclosed 
th a t the average cost of moderniza­ 
tion was in the neighborhood of $2,000. 
This 
investigation 
covered 
over 
100,000 homes and was conducted by 
an organization in a position to secure 
accurate 
figures--a 
state league of 
building and loan associations. 
They 
knew almost to a penny the actual 
am ount spent on m odernizatiion by 
various home owners who submitted 
their modernizing plans when apply­ 
ing for loans. 
Figures secured from other indepen­ 
dent sources go to prove the accuracy 
of this estimate. 
$2,000 is a fair am ­ 
ount to set up as the average cost of 
modernizing a home. 
Home Stood Idle 
An instance is related of one house 
th at stood idle for m any months due 
to its poor condition. This house was 
constructed back in the 
days when 
stove heat was universal. It had no 
cellar nor modern lighting . It was 
ugly, run-down and apparently w orth­ 
less. 
Finally the house was modernized. 
A basem ent was 
excavated 
and 
a 
heating plant installed. 
New floors, 
a bathroom, a sleeping porch, up-to- 
date electrical fixtures and a new front 


porch were a part of 
the 
program. 
The house was completed and im­ 
m ediately rented. It is bringing in a 
steady incom e-and 
the 
modernizing 
expense amounted to $1,823.
